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Appeals Court Reverses No-Kill Injunction 


The Michigan Court of Appeals has reversed a decision 
blocking a no-kill rule on the Holy Waters stretch of the Au- 
Sable. 

The no-kill rule will go into effect immediately on the 8.7 
mile stretch of the mainstream AuSable, said Kevin T. 
Smith, assistant Attorney General, representing the state 
and DNR in the court case. 

The group which fought the state in court over the rule, 
the Comrnittee To Oppose Catch and Release, has not yet met 
to discuss the recent decision. Dwight Hassan, a member of 
the group, said they probably will be meeting within the next 
two weeks to discuss their options. 

The Committee To Oppose Catch and Release won a cir- 
cuit court decision in March, 1987, stopping no-kill on the 
Holy Waters. 

On December 20, 1988, Court of Appeals Judges Barbara 
MacKenzie and John Shepherd along with Circuit Court 
Michael Dodge (sitting on the Court of Appeals by assign-

ment) reversed that decision. 

The three judges said 46th Circuit Court Judge Alton 
Davis should not have applied the competent, material, and 
substantial evidence test to review the no-kill regulation, but 
should have used a different three-part test. 

Judge Davis’ opinion ruled that the no-kill order was 
authorized by law, but it was not supported by competent, 
material, and substantial evidence that the no-kill rule was 
biologically or ecologically necessary. 

The Court of Appeals said the rule did not nave to meet 
this standard. The three-part test the rule needed to meet, 
they said, was (1) the rule must be within the matter covered 
by the enabling statue, (2) it must comply with the under- 
lying legislative intent, (3) and it must not be arbitrary or 
capricious. 

The Court of Appeals said no one disputed the DNR 
Director is authorized by enabling statues to set rules. The 
Courts of Appeals also said they were satisfied the no-kill or-

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der complies with the Legislature’s intent in enacting laws 
governing fishing. Finally, the Court of Appeals felt the no- 
kill rule met the third part of the test. 

“While the order may displease plaintiffs, it is neither 
arbitrary or capricious. Instead, it is rationally related to the 
Legislative and constitutional requirement that the state’s 
natural resources, including its fish, be protected.” 

Smith said the Attorney General was more pleased with 
the Court of Appeals’ opinion than with the decision on this 
particular issue. 

“This opinion says the Natural Resources Commission 
can deal with tough policy questions and not have to show en- 
vironmental or biological need,”’ said imith. ‘The Legisla- 
ture is granted authority to make policies. They delegated 
authority to the DNR to set special regulations up to 100 miles 
on streams. This opinion essentially says the DNR is within 
its authority granted by the Legislature, and ‘unless the 
Department acts arbitrarily or capriciously, which would 
have to be something pretty outrageous, the courts are not to 
set aside the decision.” 

Smith said the plaintiffs have the option of requesting the 
state Supreme Court to review the decision. Normally, the 
Supreme Court takes a couple of months just to decide 
whether to review a case. 

. The Legislature could also address the no-kill issue or the 
Natural Resources Commission could review the issue. 
The complete Courts of Appeals decision is published be-

Toxic Waste Removed 
Along Manistee River 


More than 30 drums of hazardous waste illegally stored” 
near the Manistee River have been removed following a DNR 
investigation. 

The waste, generated from a defunct St Clair 
Rubber Company, was in barrels beside a garage on Birch- 
wood Lodge property. Birchwood Lodge is located along the 
Manistee River about two and a half miles south of M-72 east 
of Manistee River Road. The barrels were approximately 250 
feet from the river. 

DNR Environmental Investigator Sgt. Glen Hare said 
Seabourne Livingstone, the St. Clair Rubber Company, and 
Midwest General Corporation were each charged with 7 
counts of mismanagement of toxic hazardous waste. 

On December 1 Midwest General Corporation plead 
guility to failure to submit documents of hazardous waste 
hauled within 10 days of the end of the month and failure to 
label hazardous waste containers. 

The Kalkaska County District Court assessed a total of 
$15,005 in fines against Midwest General. 

Sgt. Hare said the investigation started after: a complaint 
was received that Mr. Livingstone was storing drums of 
hazardous waste near the Manistee River, The waste was 
produced by St. Clair Rubber Company and in 1983 the DNR 
ordered the proper disposal of more than 2,000 drums of 
waste solvents and glues the compant had accumuled. 

Hare said approximately 45 drums were concealed and 
knowingly mismanaged in an attempt to avoid the cost of 
disposal. The waste at Birchwood Lodge as well as additional 
waste investigators discovered at Livingstone’s residence in 
Grosse Point Farms has been properly disposed, said Hare.

forcing the provisions of the Natural Resources Commission 
(NRC) Director's Order No. DFI-10486, which converted an 
8.7-mile section of the AuSable River known as the Holy 
Waters to a no-kill fishing area. The order was entered pur- 


suant to an opinion ruling that, although the Director’s Order - 
was authorized by law, it was not supported by competent, . 


material, and substantial evidence that a no-kill program 
was biologically or ecologically necessary. Defendants con- 


tend that the trial court erroneously applied the competent, 


material, and substantial evidence test to review the NRC’s 
no-kill regulation. The Michigan Council of Trout Unlimited 
and the Federation of Fly Fishers, Inc. have filed amicus 
briefs aligned with defendants’ position. We agree with de- 
fendants and reverse. 

The competent, material, and substantial evidence test 


employed by the trial court derives from Const 1963, art 6, § 


28, which provides in relevant part: 
‘All final decisions, findings, rulings and orders of any 
administrative officer or agency existing under the constitu- 


tion or by law, which are judicial or quasi-judicial and affect . 


private rights or licenses, shall be subject to direct review by 
the courts as provided by law. This review shall include, as a 
minimum, the determination whether such final decisions, 


.findings, rulings and orders are authorized by law; and in 


cases in which a hearing is required, whether the same are 
supported by competent, material and substantial evidence 
on the whole record.” 

In this case, no hearing was required to promulgate the 
Director’s order. MCL 301.8; MSA 13.1598 authorizes the 
Director to prescribe the number of fish taken from certain 
trout streams; no hearing is required in making this deter- 
mination. 

“The director of conservation may designate not more 
than 100 miles of trout streams wherein only such lures or 
baits as he prescribes may be used in fishing and may pre- 
scribe the size and number of fish which may be taken there- 
from.” 

MCL 300.3; MSA 13.1598 sets forth the method by which 
the NRC makes orders regarding the protection of fish. 
Again, no hearing is required as part of the formulation of 
such regulations: 

‘Whenever the commission of conservation shall deter- 
mine that any such fish, game or fur-bearing animals or 
game birds or any kinds of species of the same, are in danger 
of depletion or extermination and require additional pro- 
tection in any designated waters or area within the state; the 
commission may make and promulgate an order suspending 
or abridging the open season on fish, game or fur-bearing 
animals or game birds, or may regulate the taking or killing 
thereof in the waters or area as in the judgment of the com- 
mission may be necessary or expedient for the further pro- 
tection of fish, game or fur-bearing animals or game birds in 
such waters or area, and shall in the order clearly specify the 
manner and condition relative to the taking or killing in 
them. All such orders shail clearly and distinctly describe 
and set forth the waters or area affected by each order, and 
whether it is applicable to all fish, game or fur-bearing ani- 
mals or game birds, or only to certain kinds or species desig- 
nated therein and shall also clearly specify and set forth the 
length of time, which shall in no case exceed 5 years, which 
the order shall rernain in force and effect. Such order shall be 
published at least 21 days but not more than 60 days prior to 
the taking effect thereof, and at least once annually there- 
after while in force, in at least 1 newspaper, if any there be, 
published in each county, the whole or any portion of which is 
affected by the order, the first mentioned publication to ap- 
pear at least once in each week for 3 successive weeks. A 
copy of the order as printed in the paper shall be filed with 
the clerk of each county.” 

Nor was a public hearing associated with the promulga- 
tion of rules under the Administrative Procedures Act 
(APA), MCL 24.201 et seq.; MSA 3.560(101) et seq., required 
in this case. Rules or orders pertaining to fish promulgated 
under the Michigan sportsmen fishing law, MCL 301.1 et. 
seq.; MSA 13.1591 ef seq., or the fish and game laws, MCL 
300.1 et seq.; MSA 13.1211 et seq., are expressly excluded 
from the definition of “‘rule’’ under the APA. MCL 24.207(d); 
MSA 3.960(107)(d). Hence such rules or orders are exempt 
from the public hearing requirements of the APA. See MCL 
24.241; MSA 3.560(141). 

The purpose of a hearing requirement is to gather and 
adjudicate evidentiary facts. Because the Legislature has 
not required a hearing before orders regulating the taking of 
fish from trout streams are made, the trial court erred pur- 
suant to Const 1963, art 6,828 in employing as a standard of 
review whether the order was supported by competent, 
material, and substantial evidence. Accord: 13-Southfield 
Associates v Dep’t of Public Health, 82 Mich App 678; 267 
NW2d 483 (1978), lv den 404 Mich 804 (1978). In this regard, 
People v Soule, 238 Mich 130; 213 NW 195 (1927), is instruc- 
tive, allhough decided many years prior to the inelusion 

of §28 in our Constitution. In Soule, the conservation com- 
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mission made an order regulating the taking of fish in certain 
inland waters. The defendant was charged with violating this 
order when he was discovered spearing fish in Pugsley’s 
Lake. The defendant challenged the Commission’s order on 
several grounds, including an argument that the order lack- 
ed sufficient evidentiary support. The Supreme Court con- 
cluded that the question of evidence was irrelevant and not 
subject to judicial review: 

“It is further urged for the defense that the court erred in 
excluding defendant from introducing testimony to refute the 
determined conditions on which the commission’s order was 
based, to the effect that the director of conservation had not 
made a thorough investigation to determine whether the fish 
in Pugsley’s lake and other waters in that area were threat- 
ened with depletion or extermination, and that there was in 
fact an abundance of fish in those waters. 

““Fhese orders promulgated within authorized limits are 
in the nature of police regwations made in the administration 
of police laws enacted under the general police power of the 
State, involving no private property rights. They are not 
analogous to that class of laws dealing with commerce, navi- 
gation, public utilities, etc. where private financial interests 
are involved and provision for initiatory hearing of those 
whose property rights are affected is authorized or required. 
Such authorized administration orders auxiliary to purely 


_ police legislation touching no private property rights are no 


more open to trial of the conditions or facts upon which they 
are based than the legislation authorizing them. 

“The result is that in our opinion the action of the board 
in the case at bar was the working out of details under a legis- 
lative act. The board is no more required to act on sworn evi- 
dence than is the legislature itself, and no more than in case 
of the legislature itself is it bound to act only after a hearing 
or to give a hearing to the plaintiff when he asks for one; and 
its action is final, as is the action of the legislature in enacting 
a statute. And being legislative, it is plain that the questions 
of act passed upon byu the commissioners in adopting the 
provisions enacted by them cannot be tried over by the 
court.’ Commonwealth v. Sisson, 189 Mass. 247 (75 N. FE. 619, i 
L. R. A. [N.S.} 752, 109 Am. St. Rep. 630).”’ (238 Mich 142-143; 
emphasis added. } 

We have doubts that the provisions of Const 1963, art 6, 8 
28 have any application in this case, because as Soule indi- 
cates, the agency was acting in a quasi-legislative capacity 


when it made Director’s Order No. DFI-10486. By its terms, - 


the constitutional provision is limited to judicial or quasi- 
judicial decisions. Nevertheless, assuming that considera- 
tion of § 28 of the Constitution is appropriate here, the trial 
court’s review should have been limited to whether the agen- 
cy’s action was authorized by law. The parties and the trial 
court agreed that it was. 

When an agency is empowered to make rules, a three- 
part test is used to determine the validity of the rules it 
promulgates. Nolan v Dep’t of Licensing & Regulation, 151 
Mich App 641, 647; 391 NW2d 424 (1986), Luttrell v Dep't of 
Corrections 421 Mich 93, 100; 365 NW2d 74 (1984), reh den 422 
Mich 1201 (1985). The rules must be within the matter cover- 
ed by the enabling statute, they must comply with the under- 
lyling legislative intent, and they must not be arbitrary or 
capricious. Nolan, supra; Luttrell, supra. While the instant 
case involves an agency order rather than a rule, we con- 
clude that this is the test the trial court in the instant case 
should have employed in reviewing Director’s Order No. 
DFI-10486. 

As noted, it is undisputed that the Director’s Order is 
authorized by the enabling statues. Moreover, we are satis- 
fied that the order complies with the Legislature’s intent in 
enacting the various laws governing fishing in the state. Our 
Constitution mandates that the Legislature provide for the 
protection of natural resources from impairment and 
destruction, Const 1963, art 4, § 52. The laws governing fish 
and game are clearly intended to protect this state’s fish 
through regulating their taking and killing, See PA 1925, No. 
230, MCL 3001. et seq.; MSA 13.1211 et seq., and the Michigan 
sportsmen fishing law, MCL 301.1 et seq.; MSA 13.1591 et seq. 


It cannot be seriously disputed that the Director’s Order at — 


issue here is consistent with that intent. - 

The final question, then, is whether Director’s Order No. 
DFI-10486 is artitrary and capricious. Nolan, supra; Luttrell, 
supra. Arbitrary means fixed or arrived at through an exer- 
cise of will or by caprice, without consideration or adjust- 
ment with reference to principles, circumstances, or signi- 
ficance. Capricious means apt to change suddenly, freakish, 
or whimsical. Nolan, supra, citing Roseland Inn, Inc v Mc- 
Clain, 118 Mich App 724, 728; 325 NW2d 551 (1982), lv den 417 
Mich. 987 (1983). While the order may displease plaintiffs, it 
is neither arbitrary nor capricious. Instead, it is rationally 
related to the Legislative and constitutional requirement that 
the state's natural resources, including its fish, be protected. 

Reversed.

Governor says Prison Alternatives 
are Needed to Deal with Crime 


Governor James J. Blanchard is review- 
ing ways to put a lid on spiraling prison 
costs in such ways as sentence reform, 
punishment alternatives to prison, state 
cost sharing to build more local jails and 
perhaps even a restructured program 
granting disciplinary credits to prisoners. 

In a recent year-end interview, the gov- 
ernor said the increasing share prison oper- 
ations affecting from the budget is one 
major factor in the “‘agonizing’’ budget 


decisions he will have to make next year, 


but federally-mandated costs are an even 
bigger factor. 

“The prison program is a black hole eat- 
ing up dollars. To a great extent, all the con- 
struction was and is necessary, but to have 
it continue ad infinitum is questionable un- 


‘der the circumstances. But we’re at the 


point, at least will be in 1990, where we've 
built enough to accommodate the increases 
in crime and delinquency and that some bet- 
ter alternatives are going to be needed along 
with it or the whole state will be a prison,”’

credits up to 19 percent of their sentence and 


one proposal under discussion by adminis- . 


tration officials and legislators would in- 
crease that to 33 percent. 

“We will look at every alternative possi- 
ble,’”’ Blanchard said, adding the state can- 
not continue to build prisons without looking 
at options, but most are long-term ap- 
proaches designed to limit over time the in- 
crease in the intake of new prisoners. 

The unrelenting increase in prisoners has 
been due not just to the increasing crime 
rate, but to higher sentences mandated by 
law and longer sentences handed down by 
judges at their discretion. 

In the last two year, 2,500 prisoners have 
been added to the system because of longer 
sentences on crimes that previously would 
have put felons in local jails. 

Among the items under preliminary dis- 
cussion within the adminstration are: 

~—A cost-sharing program for jails which 
could house prisoners with sentences of no 
more than two-years, the state would fi- 
nance the jail construction and pay for half 
‘of its operating costs; 

~A sentencing guideline package pro- 
posed this year by Rep. Nick Ciaramitaro 
(D-Roseville) which would more strictly 

{ the ranges of sentences available to 
judges’ use, providing more equity through- 
out the state for similar punishment for 
similar crimes, while providing assurance 
that the felon would actually serve the sen- 
tenceimposed; 

—Prison alternatives — such as camps 
and 24-hour tethers with significantly in- 
creased probation oversight —- for first or 
Second time offenders charged with non- 
violent and non-drug crimes. 

Current sentencing guidelines have been 
established on a voluntary basis by the 
Supreme Court. The proposals would also 
give appellate courts greater flexibility to 
overturn sentences which deviate from the 
guidelines,

Creosote Build-Up Causes 
Miost Chimney Fires 


Fires associated with 
wood heating have declined 
in recent years, but still re- 
present a serious threat to 
life and property in 
Michigan. 

Blazes stemming from 
wood stoves, fireplaces and 
chimneys caused seven 
deaths and 20 injuries here in 
1987, according to a 
spokesman for the insurance 
industry. The total cost ap- 
proached $6 million.

“The positive trend also 
reflects greater public 
awareness concerning the 
dangers inherent with wood 
heating,” Buckles said. ‘‘A 
number of public and private 

' organizations have devoted 


a lot of resources-to. public: «. 


education on this problem. 
We're hopeful this will con- 
tinue.”’ 

The nature of wood heat- 
ing fires has changed dras- 
tically. In the late 1970s, 
when homeowners were just 
rediscovering wood as an 
energy source, improper 
system installation was a 
leading cause of these fires. 
Last year, however, only 
about 9 percent of wood 
stove, fireplace and chimney 
blazes originated in this 


} manner. 


Mechanical failure, in- 
cluding improper  main- 
tenance, is now the leading 


cause of wood heating acci- 


dents. 


Creosote build-up is re- 
sponsible for most chimney 
fires, Dark in color and with 
an unpleasant odor, creosote 
is a by-product of wood burn- 
ing that coats the interior of 
pipes and chimneys. If 
heavy deposits become very 
hot, they burst into flame. 
Use of unseasoned wood pro- 
duces more creosote. 

Six guidelines for wood 
burning safety are recom- 
mended: 1) buy only equip- 
ment approved by a recog-

nized testing laboratory; 2) 
make certain the system is 
installed according  -to 
authorized standards; 3) 
learn and follow general 
rules for operation/main- 
tenance; 4) regularly in- 
spect chimney and _ stove- 
pipes for deficiencies and 
creosote build-up; 5) check 
stoves for cracks or faulty 
legs and hinges; and 6) keep 
a fire extinguisher available 
that is suitable for wood or 
coal blazes.

* Snowmobile season is upon 
us with the arrival of cold 
weather enthusiasts antici- 
pated. The snowmobile law 
(Act 74 of 1968) has several 
provisions which speak to 
the subject of the safety of 
snowmobilers. The most im- 
portant of these provisions 
are also the most misunder- 
stood. This is the section 
which prohibits the opera- 
tion of a snowmobile upon a 
public highway. 

‘A highway is defined as 
“the entire width between 


the boundary lines of every 


way publicly maintained...” 
This includes the roadway or 
main travelled portion, the 
shoulder and the right-of- 
way. Now with this prohibi- 
tion in place, the law allows 
some exceptions. First, a 


snowmobile may be 
operated on the right-of-way 
if it is operated on the ex- 
treme right of the open por- 
tion of the right-of-way and 
with the flow- of traffic. 
Second, a snowmobile may 
be operated on the roadway 
or shoulder when it is neces- 
sary to cross a bridge or cul- 
vert. (The snowmobile must 
be brought to a complete 
stop and yield to approach- 
ing vehicles). Third, a snow- 
mobile may be driven across 
a highway, at a right angle, 
when going from one side to 
the other (again, come to a 
complete stop and yield to 
traffic). Finally, a county 
may open the county road 
system to the operation of 
snowmobiles on the ‘‘right- 
of-way or shoulder’. 


This is the misunderstood 
part. The term ‘‘county road 
system” does not include 
State trunk lines. Neither 
does ‘right-of-way or shoul- 
der’ include the main 
traveled portion or roadway. 

Therefore, a county cannot 
permit the operation of a 
snowmobile on the right-of- 
way or shoulder of M-72, M- 
55, M-18 or any other state 
highway. 

Similarly, the open portion 
of a county road does not in- 
clude the main travelled por- 
tion, only the right-of-way 
and shoulder. 

At no time may a snow- 
mobile be operated within 
the right-of-way of a limited 
access highway.

BUDDY’S WORKSHOP 
Drain Plunger Up-Stroke 
Most Important 


Our kitchen sink takes spells, it drains well for a while, 
then it starts to get sluggish again. We use a plunger and once 
in a while we use chemicals to unstop the drain, This works 
temporarily and then we have to do it again. Is there a more 
permanent solution to this problem? 

I don’t know of any sink drains that don’t need mainten- 
ance once in a while. In using a plunger, the up-stroke is 
more important than the down-stroke because the cup 
works by sucking the clogged material up into the pipe where 
it can be broken apart by the force of the water rushing 
down. When you force the water down with the plunger, it 
causes the obstruction to pack tighter. In the basement, or 
under the sink, there is a large plug that must be removed to 
doa good cleaning job. 

Before you start, place a bucket or pan under the pipe to 
catch the trapped water. Turn the nut counter-clockwise 
slowly so that the trapped water can trickle into the bucket 
instead of gushing all over the floor. Use a wire or a 
plumber’s snake to remove as much of the clogging materia! 
as possible. When the plug area is cleaned out, runalittle hot 
water down the pipe, catching it in the bucket. Replace the 
cleanout plug and run very hot water down the drain for a 
final flushing. By cleaning this outlet routinely, you should 
never havea draining problem.
